LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 2.—Prerident 
Taft received a cordial non-partisan 
welcome to Nebraska and to Lincoln to- 
aay. W. J. Bryan, rising before the 
4) guests at the luncheon given here in 
Taft's honor, proposed a toast to the 
President of the United States. 
The toast to the President was drunk 
standing, and at its conclusion Taft re- 
turned the compliment which the man 
he defeated for the presidency had paid 
him in felicitous language. In propos- 
ing the President’s health, Bryan said: 
“Lincoln is honored today by the pres- 
e1.ce of the highest official in the world. 
The President’s positidén is greater than 
2a king’s. His authority is more vast 
than any citvilized people would entrust 
to an hereditary rujer, and he holds 
the place not by accident of birth, but 
by the suffrage of his countrymen. 
The chief executive of the nation wields 
the strength of 90,000,000 of people.

“Lifted by voters to this position of 
supreme command, he becomes the most 
exalted of our public servants. It is 
fitting that we, a group of the sover- 
eign people, whom he serves, should 
pay our respects to him and to the 
office which he holds. I ask you to 
rise, fill your glasses with the beverage 
upon which the Almigthy has set the 
seal of his approval, and drink to the 
health of President Taft, and may 
God give him wisdom to discharge 
aright the onerous duties imposed upon 
him.’’

SCHLEY HERO OF 
THE SPANISH WAR 


‘Rear Admiral Schley was born in 
Frederick County, Md., in 1839. After 
being graduated from Annapolis Naval 
Academy in 1860 and serving during the 
Civil War in minor capacities he was 
commissioned in 1866 as Lieutenant 
Commander. He did sea service in 1884 
volunteered for and was placed in com- 
mand of the expedition sent to search 
for Lieut |Rear Admiral) Greeley and 
his companions, who had been lost from 
civilization for nearly two years. He 
found the party in a state of exhaus- 
tion, and about to die. His feat con- 
stituted one of the dramatic incidents 
in Arctic exploration. 

At the outset of the Spanish-Amert- 
can war in 1898 Admiral Schley was 
placed in command of what was known 
which sailed 
from Fortress Monroe to co-eperate 
with Admiral Sampson in the Carabean 
sea. . 

Under orders from Sampson he steam- 
ed through the Yucatan passage to the 
vicinity of Santiago,. while Sampson 
passed aroun the east end of the island. 
Schley’s squadron stood before San. 
tiago for some days and was about to 
leave when it wae announced that Cer- 
vera’s fleet was in Santiago Harbor. 
A junction with Sampson’s fleet occurr- 
ed almost immediately after and on 
July 3, 1898, Cevera-undertook to escape. 
At the time Sampson, aboard his flag- 
ship, the New York, was seven miles 
away at Siboney, in conference with

LONDON, Oct. 2.—The strict Italian 
censorship is keeping the world in the 
dark in regard to the progress*of events 
in the Mediterranean..

The reports as to th@@ituation at 
Prevesa are equally oar Hing. Turk- 
ish officials here confifm’a news. dis- 
patch saying that the forts had been 
destroyed and 1600 .troops lande’‘, 
while Italy gives an emphatic denlal 
of the report, saying that the Italian 
Government had no intention of re- 
sorting to acts against the territorial 
status of Turkey in Europe. 

It is believed that what actually 
happened was that the Turkish ves- 
sels in the vicinity were scattered and 
the forts destroyed to prevent raids 
on the Italian shipping. Probably 
this was sufficient for the population, 
as one cable says that the telegraph 
operators deserted the place as soon 
as the bombardment was commenced. 

Europe is greatly relieved at the re- 
ceipt of news that Turkey has as- 





sured Greece that she has no inten- 
tion of attacking as had been /fru- 
mored. 


The success of the Italian blockade 
of the Tripolitan eoast, which extends 
from Tunis to Egypt, and her scouring 
of the séas is shown in the arrival of 
twa captured Turkish transports at 
Taranto and Bridisi respectively.

CHICAGO RAILWAY 
STRIKERS ATTACK 
MAN AT SHOPS 


Police Rescue Carpenter Who 
Refused to Walk Out— 
Rioters Scattered. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—Violence broke out 
today among the striking employes of 
the Illinois Central Railroad shops at 
Burnside, which resulted in a riot call 
being sent to the Kensington Police Sta- 
tion. John Chomas, a carpenter who 
declined to walk-out with the other men, 
Was assaulted by four union pickets as 
he was going to work today. He was 
struck on the head with a brick and im- 
mediately Was surrounded by a crowd 
of nearly a hundred strikers. 

A private watchman employed by the 
Illinois Central attempted to interfere 
and was roughly handled and warned 
to let union pickets alone in the future. 


Rescued by Policemen. 


Chomas was rescued by a patrol 
wagon full of policemen who arrived on 
the scene as another attack on the man 
was being made. He escaped with slight 
injuries. The union pickets fled when 
they saw the police coming and no ar- 
rests were made. 

Two hundred = strike-breakers were 
smuggled into the big car shops at 
Burnside under cover of darkness, ac- 
cording to the report of Illinois Central 
officials. They also declare that 100 
strikers have quietly returned to work 
since Saturday. 

The statement was made that 80 of 
the 3000 shopmen employed at Burnside 
are at work today and that this num- 
Ler is being augmented hourly. This 
statement was made by Special Agent 
Welch of the railroad, who is assisting 
the police in protecting the property of 
the company. , 

Pickets Eary at Work. 

A score or more of pickets were on 
duty early today. They worked indus- 
triously in their efforts to persuade non- 
union mien to leave their posts but with 
varying success. 

The union labor leaders today de- 
clared that no strike-breakers had been 
sent to the shops and that none of their 
men had returned. A mass meeting of 
strikets was scheduled to be held dur- 
ing the morning. 

The crucial test of the strike is ex- 
pected to come today. 

W. L. Park, vice-president and general 
manager of the Illinois Central, stated 
today that less than one-half of the 7000 
men on his line had obeyed the order. 

J. A. Franklin, international president 
of the Boilermakers’ Union, asserted 
hat 20,400 men quit work on Saturday and 
that their numbers would be increased 
during the day. In some instances the 
unions have given special permission to 
the older men, long in the employ of 
the system, who would find difficulty in 
obtaining employment elsewhere, to re- 
main at work.

WILMINGTON, Del., Oct. 2.—T. Chalk- 
ley Hatton, the civil engineer who de- 
signed the dam of the Bayless Pulp and 
Paper Co. at Austin, Pa., is a resident of 
Wilmington. 

“I have not seen the dam since Janu- 
ary, 1910, when Mr. Wegmann, consult- 
ing engineer of the New York Aqueduct 
Commission, and I inspected it and pro- 
nounced it unsafe,”’ said Hatton. “‘We 
made certain recommendations for its 
repair and reinforcement, but I was not 
engaged to supervise this work and do 
not know whether our recommendations 
were carried out. : 

“The dam was built in the best man- 
ner possible, but the feundations were 
of sandstone. This caused damage when 
water got under the foundations, be- 
cause of the fissures in the rocks after 
we had bored nine feet to a seemingly 
safe bottom. 

Foundation Tested. 

“A good test of the rock foundation 
of the dam was made before we began 
the criginal construction. Fissures must 
have extended further down, however. 
The foot of the dam was set in g@ chan- 
nel four feet deep in the rock founda- 
tions.

Only Suggested Meney. 

Mrs, Judd admitted that the treatment 
she gave was, aS Miss Quinlan gai¢, 
but she made a distinction about the 
money proposition. 

“IT just told her that I had to live, 
and that ‘at the end of six treatments 
she ought to pay me about $10,"" she 
explained. 

Judge Miller observed that he  be- 
lieved ail Miss Quinlan had said. 

‘The purpose of this law,’’ he said,

CONCERNS REOPENS 


Fight to Remain in Missouri to 
Be Based on Testimony Be- 
fore Commissioner. 
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ONE WITNESS IS' HEARD 


Hearing Has to Do With Alleged 
Price Agreement and Cur- 
tailment of Output. 


Hearing of testimony was resumed 
Monday at the Southern Hotel, after 
an interval of four months, in the 
State’s suit to oust the alleged Lum- 
ber Trust, comprising 38 companies, 
from Missouri. 

A document lately obtained by the 
State, which is regarded as establishing 


wholesale and retail lumber dealers, 
was placed in evidence Monday. “Friend- 
ship to the Friendly’’ was the motto 
set forth in the circular. 

Assistant Attorney-General Atkip- 
son, who is conducting the prosecu- 
tion, said he expected to close the 
testimony by Friday. The evidence 
will shortly afterward be in shape 
to be placed before the Supreme 
Court. 

Former Supreme Judge Gantt :8 
aiding Atkinson, and the lumber in- 
terests are represented by Arthur N. 
Sager and Walter Saunders of St. 
Louis and W. C. Scarritt and J. H. 


Reynolds of Marshall is in’ charge | 
of the hearing as special commis- 
sioner for the Supreme Court. 

Price Agreement Charged. 

At hearings held at the Southern last 
May, the State showed, by the admis- 
sions of leading lumbermen and officials 
of trade organizations, that the com- 
panies had in 1904 curtailed their pro- 
duct by agreement, that a price list 
was sent out to members and that 
wholesalers and retailers who failed to 
abide by the rate schedule were punish- 
ed by methods resembling a boycott. 

One of the purposes of adjourning the 
hearing until fall was to obtain certain 
records of lumber organizations. These 
records, it was said, were on hand 
Monday. 

George W. Hotchkiss of Evanston, 
Til., 80 years old, was the first witness 
called Monday. He said he had been 
in the lumber business 64 years, and 
was secretary of the body known as 
the Lumber Secretaries’ Bureau of In- 
formation. He was formerly secretary 
of the Illinois Retail Lumber Dealers. 

He identified copies of the records of 
the secretaries’ meetings in 1902 and 
1903, the former having been held in 
the Southern Hotel, and the latter in 
Chicago. He told of the manner in 
which the expenses of the secretaries’ 
organization: was prorated among the 
o:ner lumber trade bodies. 

The State intends to show that the 
object of the lumber companies, in 
rwaintaing the secretaries’ bureau, was 
to control prices and restrain trade by 
“understandings’’ between wholesalers 
and retailers.

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St. Louis Is Known to 
Europeans as Center 
for Aviation and Art 





Judge Pollard, Returned From Abroad, Tells 
How City’s Fame Is Spread Among Those 
on the Other Side of the Atlantic. 





Judge W. Jeff Pollard, just back from 
the International. Anti-Alcoholism Con- 
gress at The Hague, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Monday that he had 
found that the people of Europeah coun- 
tries knew of St. Louis chiefly as an 
aviation center. Atwood’s recent flight 
to New York, begun in St. Louis under 
the auspices of the Post-Dispatch, was 
mentioned to him more frequently than 
anything else concerning this city, he 
seid. 

“l found,” said Judge Pollard, “that 
while St. Louis was generally recog- 
nized as a great business center and a 
lawabiding city, the aeronautic and avi- 
sation events were what had placed 
th: city prominently before the world 
of late. Everyone seemed to know that 
the international balloon races had 
twice started here, and that the .long- 
distance aeroplaning retord had been 
ettablished in a flight which began 
here. 

Known as an :Art Center. 

“TI was somewhat “%urprised, I must 
confess, to find that St. Louis was also 
looked on as an art center. I heard 
comments along this line. especially 
from persons living in Holland, where 
interest in art is*general. The name of 
the late Prof. Ives was mentioned to 
me perhaps oftener than that of any 
other St. Louisan. 

‘One suggestion I heard from several 
golf lovers. was that St. Louis should 
hold an international golf tournament. 
This struck me as a first-class idea, 
and one worth the attention of the 
Business Men's League. 

oe told the 565 delegates to the Anti- 


Alcoholism Congress, representing 27 
countries, that St. Louis led in shoe 
manufacturing and hardware, drug and 
other jobbing lines. Some of them re- 
minded me that St. Louis also led in the 
number and size of its breweries, and I 
replied, ‘Yes, but it also leads in the 
sobriety of its people.’ I told them 
that no brewery or other liquor interest 
had ever opposed’ the working of my 
pledge system for reforming drunkards, 
but that they had rather supported it, 
on broad grounds of humanity.”’ - 

In speaking of The Hague gatherings, 
Judge Pollard displayed a blue and white 
pennant bearing the name 
It was a souvenir of a St. Louis Uni- 
versity football game, but to the dele- 
gates it stood as the city’s flag, and 
it was heartily applauded. 

His speech explaining the operation of 
the Pollard pledge as used by him dur- 
ing his term as Judge in Dayton Street 
Police Court, was printed in English, 
German, French and Dutch, and copfts 
were in the hands of all delegates as he 
spoke. A resolution recommending the 
general embodiment of the Pollard plan 
in legislation was signed by all the 
delegates. The resolution mentioned the 
fact that Great Britain, the State of 
Vermont and the colony of Victoria, 
Australia, had already so. adopted it. 

The congress met Sept. 11 to 16. 
Judge Pollard was appointed a dele- 
gate by President Taft, and his ex- 
penses were paid by the United States 
Government. He has attended three 
previous European temperance con- 
gresses, two in England and one in 
Germany.

PUBLIC SOBRIETY IN ST. LOUIS 

Statistically more intoxicants are being “con- 
sumed” to the head ef population in the United 
States than ever before. According to the com- 
parative totals of our statistical history since 
1870, a visitor to St. Louis or any other large. 
American city o to see at least twice as 
many men drunk on the streets as in 1870. Yet 
when he comes from the sober town of Exeter 
in England, an artist visitor spending nearly 
three months in St. Louis, has written the Post- 
Dispatch that during this time, he saw no one 
drunk on the street, though had he been in an 
English city of the same size, he “should have 
seen scores of both sexes daily” obviously and 
openly drunk. | 

This is significant enough to illustrate a gen- 
éral change of American habit, not yet fully 
defined. On several streets of St. Louis, any 
one who is at all expert in searching them, may 
look for @ drunken man andg be comparatively 
sure of finding -one after a sufficient search on 
any day in the year; The same person may walk 
the same streets for months without finding any- 
one, even among their “total wrecks” of hu- 
manity, obviously drunk enough in daylight to 
force himself on the attention of those who are 
not looking for him. 

In St. Louis and in every other representative 
city of the United States, sobriety on the streets 
is manifestly and notoriously the rule, to which 
every exception becomes more and more striking 
as exceptions become’ rarer. Close telephone 
connection and the rapidity with which the police 
patrol operates is one factor. It is a minor one, 
however. There is a change in viewpoint and 
in habit. It is not towards total abstinence. 
The statistics may be trusted that far. But it 
is towards increasing business and socia] in- 
tolerance of immoderate drinking and public 
drunkenness. The young man once known to 
stagger on the street, knows thereafter that he 
has: the habits of business life against him. There 
is no doubt of the change. It is already far- 
reaching. It is still increasing.

The wave. of national indignation and anger 
that followed the other great catastrophes of 
recent years. may be expectéd to follow this 
latest destruction of life in large numbers and 
will be more than justified. The dam above the 
town had long been recognized as unsafe. Des- 
ultory attempts were made to repair it. How 
trifling and unsuccessful they were is made 
lamentably plain by the event. 

Why was not that unsafe dam made safe? The 
neglect was monstrous, incomprehensible. 

Improvement of water power possibilities has 
been rapid in these 22 years. Towns of which 
Johnstown and Austin are a type, located in val- 
leys with millions of tons of restrained water 
above, have multiplied. How many of these 
prisons for raging waters have been designed 
by incompetent engineers? How many of their 
walls are proof against extraordinary pressure? 
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St. Louis is greatly obliged to Aviator Brook- 
ins. for his exhibition of fearlessness in flying 
in Sunday’s bad weather, but will not be of- 
fended if‘he and the other aviators exercise due 
caution. 7

Dr. Webb’s 
discovery appears to offer a simple and practi- 
cable method of causing an enormous and rapid 
increase in the number of leucocytes, with the 
result that ‘the patient is fortified against the 
‘invasion of the noxious germs and bacteria, It 
is a remedy, however, which is not without its 
dangers, and must be applied under expert ad- 
vice and management. The experiments have 
given excellent results, but further tests must 
be made before the new method can be listed 
among the accepted triumphs of medicine.

The result of the investigations of our city in- 


stitutions in the past few months has shown con- 
clusively to every citizen the urgent demand for 
a radical change in existing conditions, The 
question now is where to start and what to qo to 
correct conditions which have been brought on 
by experimental changes advocated by the pres- 
ent Hospital Commissioner, Dr. Morfit, whose 
system has proven itself a failure. Having spent 
two years in the city hospital under the old sys- 
tem of management, carried on at that time by 
Health Commissioner Starkloff, and which proved 
entirely effieient and satisfactory, I would sug- 
gest the following: 

If possible, give us Dr. Starkloff as Hospital 
Commissioner, a man of executive and profes- 
sional ability, the Hospital Commissioner to- be 
appointed by the Mayor anq confirmed by the 
Council. We need no hospital board, consisting 
of medical men and laymen, for, as has been dem- 
onstrated, the medical men of the board do not 
agree on anything and the laymen know nothing 
of hospital management. Let every institution 
be managed ami superintended by a capable med- 
ical man or surgeon appointed by the Mayor, as 
before, who should be paid a good salary and have 
absolute control of his institution -and be re- 
sponsible to the Hospital Commissioner for its 
management, A training school for nurses 
should be conducted under the supervision of the 
Hospital Commissioner and superintendent of the. 
city hospital. Interne physicians should be 
chosen by compétitive examinations, as hereto- 
fore, and conducted by the Hospital Commission- 
er, each to receive a small salary, say, $25 a 
month. Promotions to senior assistant and as- 
sistant superintendent to be made by the Hos- 
pital Commissioner on the recommendation of the 
superintendent. A consulting staff for each in- 
stitution of reputable medical men of the city of 
St.' Louis, who will be willing to consult with the 
superintendent ang physicians of institutions 
when they desire their council. This staff to be 
named by the Hospital Commissioner and super- 
intendents of the various institutions. In this 
way you will have a capable medical man as su- 
perintendent for each institution, who will be 
responsible for all the affairs of the institution 
to the Hospital Commissioner. A DOCTOR.

Rilla, stunned by the shock, turned 
from the switchboarg in time to catch 
her sister, who had collapsed. The 
elder sister called for help and sent 
her younger sister home. Then she 
straightened out the tangle of wires 
and went back to her post. 
Girl Made Many Connections. 
Calls poured in from every direc- 
tion. Newspaper correspondents were 
demanding connections with their of- 
fices in Chicago and the residents of 
Dixon put in many calls, 
Frequently the girl was asked for 
news of the murder.

CHICAGO, Oct. &%—The police are 

searching for the octtipants of a mys- 
terious yellow automébile which was 
rented by two men and two women, 
said to be from Chicago, thé day before 
Mrs. Bessie Kent Webster disappeared 
near Dixon, Ul. Mrs. Webster was 
stabbed to death by her husband, Dr. 
Henry E. Webster, according to his 
confession to the police. 
The day after the alleged murder the 
automobile was seen in Dixon, but one 
of the women seen the day before was 
missing. 

One of the men in the machine was 
addressed as ‘‘Doctor,’’ according to 
the employes of a garage where the 
arty stepped for gasoline. Police Cap- 
tain Baer believes that the big touring 
car was hired in Chicago and that Dr. 
Webster may have been in the car, de- 
epite the physician’s statement to the 
contrary, made in his confession. 
Captain Baer had copies made of Dr. 
Webster's 10,000 word confession and 
forwarded them to the authorities of 
Ogle County at Oregon, Ill. In a care- 
ful study of the details of the physi- 
clan's story the police declare there 
are many obvious discrepancies. But 
despite these, the police believe that 
Dr. Webster’s story is ‘substantially 
true. Three Chicago detectives left 
for Oregon, Ill, today to be present 
at the Coroner’s inquest. 

Webster's Confession. 
His first wife was Zoe Varney, who 
became his bride at Cedar Rapids, Io.. 
Jan. 4, He returned to Chicago to 
continue work at the hospital with 
which he was connected, and Bessie 
Kent insisted on a marriage, promis- 
ing to divorce him, he says. She re- 
fused to sue for divorce and a suit 
he brought was thrown out of court. 
He met the second wite Sept. 14 
as he was preparing to go to Dixon 
to visit his parents. Without his 
knowledge she went on the same 
train, and there insisted on going to 
his father. She refused to return to
